Theſe may be called diflenters from their 
erronious Doctrines, vicious Lives, and evil practi- 
ces. Among theſe in the time of King Edward the 
third, may be accounted the Aurhor of rhe Plow- 
Mans Complaint, though he was nor known, which 
lircle Trzatife put the Monks and Fryers it>:o a 
Rage,ir fo plainly laying open all rheir wickedneſfſes 
and Evil practices; ThePerſecutions of Armachanus, 
and the abominable errours and abuſes of their Do- 
Ctrines, This did but grhorihe Rage of theſe evil 
men, and though they could nor ſhew ir to the Au- 
thor of that wholiom Treatiſe, they expreſſed ir 
againſt his writing, whar they could, ,and had 
be been known, his Life had been in danger. 

The next thar publickly owned the Pure light of 
the Goſpel, in thoſe dark daies of blind Superſtition 
and error, was Richard Fitzrafe, known by the 
name of Armichanus bcin — Kin Edingyt the 3d 
made Archdeacon of Litchfeild, and then 7” .-niſſary 
to the Univerſity of Oxferd, where he <td un- 


der Bakenthorp, and laftly Arch-Biſt. "rmach 


in Ireland, He preached in London Commmmragainſt 
the Fryers, for which he was cited ro appcar before 
Pope 11nnocent the 6th, which he did, and there ro 
the death moſt valtantly oppoſed the Cor- 
raptions Crepr into the Church, both by preach- 
ng and writing, being ſeveral ways perfecu- 
red by them : He dycd in Avignion, after 7 


years baniſhmenc from his Native Coun-

Perſecution by Firz-James Biſhop of London. 


\ TE are now come to the Reign of King. 
Henry the 8rh, in whole time many 
Godly men, who profeſſed rhe Goſpel and rhe Doc- 
trine of icklzff ( who began, rift firſt reformation 
in this Kingdom long before Luther) ſuffered perſc- 
curtion for their conſciences ſake, under thetirrle of 
Lollards, as rhey then nicknamed them. In rhe 
years, between I5og and 1517. m the Dioceſs of 
London, ſeveral were made ro abjure, before R:- 
chard Fitz- James the then Biſhop, who was 1n- his 
time a moſt cruel perſecuror of Chriſt's Church. A- 
mong the reft on Foan Baker, Thomas Walker, Wit- 
liam Potter, Fohn Forge, Thomas Godard, and more - 
ro the number of 41 who were brought into” 
rrouble, becauſe ſome of rhem did nor ſhew ſuffici- 
ent reverenceto the Crucifx, others for ſpeaking a- 
ainft Pilgrimages,and ſaying ſome thar were burnr 
or their Religion, by the Popiſh power, were rruc 
Martyrs : And others again#for Speaking agnial 
FINE poor Er rac 
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the Corporal preſence in tbe Sacrament, againtt ho 
ly daics, and Faſting, againft invacarion of dead [ 
mages, and againſt rhe pride and immoderate rich 
es of the clergy, and ſome again only for keeping 
company with ſuch as were ſuſpected of Hereſie 
and for rcading of Exzl;ſþ Books, wirh ſuch like, for 
which many of chem were ulſcd like ſlaves, by 
the Inftrumcnts of F:irz-Fames, who dying, Cut- 
bert Tunſtal ſucceeded him, who following his pre- 
deceflors ſteps , violently perſccured. all- ſuch as 
profeſſed the Goſpel, and cauſed many rhorow 
fear of his cruelres ro abjure, bear Faggots on.

He very learnedly anſwered all the Arricles 
pur in againſt him, and offered ro diſpute with the 
moft learned of rhem, the points which he aſler- 
red, bur they had other more powerfull Weapons 
rofight with than words, the Papal Juriſdiction by 
which they condemned him, firſt for a relapſed 
Hererick, and then ſenrenced him ro be degraded, 


| w__ which Mr. Bayfei/d being moved more. than 


rdinary, ſaid to the Biſhop who had pronounced 
the ſentence againſt him. TheLife of you ofthe ſpiri- 
ruality is ſo evil, thatye beherericks, for ye do

When he ſaid I rejoyce tharT am deliver- 
ed from the Church of Anrichrift, and that I now 
am of the rrue Church of Chriſt militant on Earth, 
and rruft that ere long I ſhall be in Heaven with 
efus Chriſt, and rhe Church rriumphanr for ever. 
from theQuire they had him toNewgate,and thence 
after an hours rime which he ſpenc in prayer, they

gate Marker and Cheafpſide: and on the Fryday in 
Cornhill and Leadenhall; that he ſhould on either 
ſleeve wear anEmbroidered faggor as a badg all his 
Life time. Thar he ſhould enrer the Monattery of 
8 St.Bartholomew in Smithfield on theFhiteſonEve fol- 
lowing, and there abide, and nor come our unleſs 
releaſed by the Biſhop of London. And thar he ſhould 
never goout of the Dioceſs of London withour the 
ſpecial leave of rhe Biſhop, or his ſucceſſo:s. Bur 
nothwirbfſtanding this, about two years after, the 
ſaid FohnTewksbury being ftrengrthned in his fairh,by 
the Conftancy and example of Mr. B1zyfc:/d before 
mentioned,be made an _ profcflion of his Faith, 
uponwWhich he was apprehended and carried before 
the Biſhop of London, and Sr. Tho. Moor, w here di- 
vers Articles were preferred againft him, one of 
which was that he confeſſed, rhar bis Abjuration 
made before Cuthbert Biſhop of L-1d4»% was done 
by Compulfion, and againſt his Conſcience : and 
that he had taken off rhe Badges of faggors on his 
fleeves, withour order and: many others ſuch like, 
moft of which rhe ſaid _—_— confeſſed ; upon 
which rhe Biſhop pronounced ſentence againſt him, 
and delivered him to the Sheriffs of Lonaon : who 
cauſed him ro be burnrc in Smithfield upon Sr. 
Thomas Eve, being 20th of Decem. 1532. hav-

The Cruel handling of EdwardFreeſc. 

Edward Frec:ſe a Painter by profeſſion, who being 
at Colcheſter, and painting cerrain cloaths for an 
Inn rhere, wrote ſeveral places ofScriprure bywhich 
they perceived him ro be one cf chem they rermed 
Hercticks,upon which they feiſed him,and carryed 
him away forcibly ro London, to the Biſhop, and ſo 
ro Fulbam where theB:ſhop then was, where he was 
impriſoned and handled cruelly with ſome others 
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of Eſſex, who had profeſſed alto tne Goipel ; mot 
of their bread being made of Sawduft: rheit friend 
and wivcs being denyed ro come to fee them 
and rhe wife of this Freeſe prefling in at the Gaze 
defirous ro fee her husband, rhe Porter gave her 
ſuch a Kick on the Bclly, ſhe being then big with 
child, thar the child was 1mmediatly deftroyed, and 
ſhe nor long after dycd of rhe ſame. The Painter 
would ever and anon be writing things on the 
wall of the priſon, and among the reft, one day, he 
wrote, Doctor Dod:zpal would make me beleive the 
Moon 1s made of green checſc; upon which they pur 
manacles upon his wrifts, ſo thar he could nor aſe 
his hands, ſo much as ro comb his Head, which they 
forccd him ro wear, rill rhey ear into bis fleſh, and 
thar the fleſh of his wriſts ſtood up higher rhan the 
Irons. After a long ſuit of ſome of his friends,he 
was brought out of priſon to anſwer at thcConfitto- 
ry, baving been kepr 3 days before withour either 
mear or drink,ſo that when he came forth he was ſo 
much amazed,and our of his ſenſes,with rheir cruel 
handling him in priſon, that he Stared like a wild 
man,and could anſwer ve aps any Queſtion was 
asked him, bur that my Lord B:fpop 1s a good Man, 
They perceiving him diſtracted they ſenr him roan 
Abby,bur he never came again to his perfect mind. 

Nor long after,theBrorhtr of this man named Va- 
lentine Freeſe, and his Wife ; were both burned ar 
York. The ſame year,this Biſhop of London,cauſed 
all rhe Bibles he could ger of Tzzdals rranſlation, ro 
be publickly burnr.

3 cf Pong orcher nored and learned men who were picks 
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out to furniſh Cardinal FFoolfies new crected Col- 
ledg, called Chriſt Colledg in Oxford, was choſen 
for one: among whom many had received rhe light 
of the Goſpel, and often conferred rogerher pm- 
varcly of rhe ſame, which coming to the Cardinals 
ear, he cauſed them, and among rhe reft this Fobn i 
Frith robe caſt into Prifon,in a ſtinking Cave with- 
in the Colledge, where rtucir Salr-fiſh was laid, 
ſo rhar thorow the Stink thereof many of rhem i 
were infected and dyed: 3 of rhem dyed within 
one week one of another, having nothing given them 
ro car, bur Salr-fiſh from Fevrxary ro the midft of 
Arguſt. Fohn Frith elcaping Death was ar laft re-E

Cox who was Schoolmaſter of that place, whom ho 
accofted in Latme,and afterward in Greek reciting 
ſeveral verſes our of Homer,Complaining of his bd 
Condition. His Eloquence ſo much wroughr upon 
this ingenious Schoolmaſter, rhar he wenr ro the 
Magiftrates and got him releaſed, taking him home 
and relieving him, being much raken wirh his learn- 
ing and wit.

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The Martyrdom of Thomas Benner 
The nexr that we read of was on Thomas Bennet 
who received his Martyrdom ar Exeter. He was 
born at Cambridge, and there Commenced Mafter 
of Arts,one w<e!l learned, & a familiar acquainranceſi 
of Mr. Bzlney , the glorious Martyr we have ſpoken 
of before. Finding the grear Corruption of the 
Clergy to be a great trouble ro him, and fearing ro 
fall inrorrouble in his own Country,thar he might 
have rhe more freedom he wenr into Devonſerre in 
the year 1524. dwelling at a Town called Tor- 
ringten, where hewas utterly unknown. Here hekeptÞrj 
a School, being Married, bur his expectation 
being nor there anſwered he went ro exeter 
abour a year afrer, where he allo raughr 
School, and ſo maintained his Family. Hz was 
aman ofa quier behaviour, of a godly Converſa- 
_ tion, ofa very courteous nature, humble ro all Men, 
and offenſive ro none : and a diligent and arten- 
tive hearer of Sermons. All his ſpare rime h&< gavcRy, $; 
to the ſtudy of the Scriptures. Bur when he heard 
of one Wl. Stroud, of Newnham of thar County Eſq; 
was pur into the Biſhops priſon for the ſake of the 
Goſpel, he wrote ro him many Comfortable Lei-fyoy, 
ters, diſcloſeing ro him who he was, and for what 
he came into thar Country; among other Exprefſi- 
ons he had this: That becauſe he would not be a 
whoremaſter, or an unclean perſon he had marries 
a Wife, with whom he had lived out of the 
Tyranny of his Antichriſtian perſecuters, for Six years : 
he having been a Pricft and raken Orders. This 
man being full of zeal for Chrift and his Goſpel,

dumb Idols, and hearing the blaſphemies of rhe Po- 
ry reachers, he could nor be quier in his mind,ri]l 
he had given his reftimony againſt them, and. tho 
heknew the danger thar he incurr'd thereby, 
wv he rhoughr he ſhould do more good,” and 
e more profitable to the Church of God, by -bis 
death, than by his Life.

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and burnr for an Hererick, becauſe he had ſpoken 
agiinft the maſs and praying to Saints in his 'Tefta- 
ment. | 

Abour the ſame rime, ten Anabaprifts were alſo 
pat ro Death for their Religion : Bur now, after 
that King -Henry had marrycd 4nn of Bullesn,there 
wasaCeſlation of rheir bloody perſecurionfor arime, 
and theChurch bad ſome reft from rheſeTyranrs,ſhe 
favouring thoſe of the Religion, this being rhe” Mo- 
ther of our glorious Queen Eli7aberh, who was nor=il 
long after born,and now the PopesSupremacy was 
urterly aboliſhed our of England : And many of the 
High and rantingPopelings now turned their coats, 
and preached publickly againft rhe Supremacy 
of the Pope,for which rhey before had burnt divers 
for maintaining ir: Bur Sir Tho. More, and Bi 
ſhop Ezſber,two great perſecurors were beheaded 

' Mr. Tyndal Martyred inFlanders. 

In the year 1536 W:illam Tyndal who may be cal 
led the Apoftle of this Narion,was Martyr'd inFlan 
ders, He was born on the borders of Wales and 
broughr up: in the Univerſity of Oxford where he 
was firſt Converted to the Goſpel, and after thar he 
removed to Cambridg where he alſo ftudicd and ri 
pened in the ſtudy of Gods Word. From tbence hefÞ 
went into Gloceſter Shire and lived with one Welch 
a Knighr of that County as a Tutor to his childrer 
where he tranſlated rhe Enchiridion of Eraſmy 
intoEng!:f,but beingthere perſecured by rhePricfts 
of that Countty he was fainro fly ro London, and 
thence went into Germany where he Tranſlated 

the Bible into Erg/-fp, being affifted in it by Mr 
Coverdale. This tranſlation enraged rhePopiſhPrieftsY ! 
ſo thar they procured an order tro have it burnr,de 
firing ro keep the people in Ignorance. Afterwards 
Mr. Tyndal being at Artmerp, where he lay,.was 
berrayed by one Philips his own Country miatay.rc

The nexr we ſha!! :akenotice of is John Lambert 
Alias Nicholſo1i, i: 1 and broughr up in Norehfolk, 
but ſtudied ar C -/- - '», where he 37435 Converted 
by Mr. B:/n2r, ans profred veiy inucu doth in the 
Larine and Greek rougaucs : Bur perceiving the y1io- 
lence of the rimnes, ro avoyde perſecution went o- 
ver into Germas:y ro Mr. Tyndi/, where he remain=- 
ersed ſometime Preacher and Chaplain to an Engl: 
Bi-fS Houſe in .1-twerp, ill he was difturbed by Sir 
ed Tho. Moor,and raken and brought thence ro London, 

where there was 45 Arrticles laid ro his charge, all 
21- which he anſwercd in writing. He was kept 1n pri-

. Which they did for (everal days with great learning 
and proof, but however rhey were on rhe 2orho 
Aprs/ Condemned for Hezrericks,and no memberso 
rhe Caurch,for maintaining Hererical optvions. Af- 
rer fenrence thus pronounced upon them, by th 
Commiſfizoners, who ſar at Sr. Mary's, the Archbi- 
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hop ſaid; From thy your Fudgment ard jentence, 4 
ppeal to the 1uſt Fuay ment cf God Aimighty, truſting 
o be preſent with tim an Heaven, for whoſe Fas nt 
be Aitar 1 am thus Condemned. Then ſaid Dr. Ridley:

Paul: Croſs, he there openly maintained the D 

Etrine of Chriſt, as it was here ftabliſhed und 
K. Edward,exhorting the People ro remain conftan 
rothe ſame: For which ſermon he was immediat 
Iy called to account, and tho he was ar thar time ac 
quirred by rhe Council, yer the Bithops rhirfting a 
rer his blood, as ſoon as the Queen had par tort 
her Proclamation ro prohibit preaching, he was a 
gain called before the Councii, and his DoCtrin 
found fault with, and he confined to his Houſe 
Bur it was not long ere he was raken thence, ant 
ſent to Newgate, by the procurement of Biſhop Bon 
er: And on the 21 of Fan. 1555. he was examinc 
upon ceriatn Articles before rhe chancellor, whiciſk 


was Gardner Biſhop of Wincheſter, Where he mairÞþ,; 


tained, thar the Church of Rome was not the Ca 
tholick Church, and rhar Chriſt, not the Pope, wa 
the Head of the Church. On the 2Sth arf 
29day following of rhe fame month, he was agai! 
examined, concerning the re?] preſence in rhe $3 
crament, which he would nor own. Then they ask 
ed him if kc would come over ro the Church c 
Rome, and ſubmir himſelf, and receive rh 
Queens racrcy as Gikers bad done; bur he refuſe 
To Geny his opinions, or troembrace that which h« 
knew was antichriftian.

For Gcad's Love good People let me have 
more fire, anlall rh2 while his neicher parts were 
burning. Then rhey made a'3(d fire more cxrream 
than the other, & rhen the bladders of Gunpowder 
broke,which did nor much good, by reaſon the wind 
was ſo Violent; rhen he prayed wich a loud:'voyce; 
Lord Fcſus have mercy upon me, Lord feſus recerve my 
Srz-:t ; rheſc were the laſt words he was heard to 
Ineak 3 bur when his lipps and mouth were black as 
a Coal,and hi; rongue [welled,cyey were perceived 
co move tull bis lips were quite buxnr away. Then 
he knocked his breaft wich his harids till one of t1t's 
Arms fell off, and rhen be knocked ir ftill wich the 
orher whilſt vzarer, far and blood fryed our ar his 
fingers ends: ar laſt they renewed rhe fire when 
bending bis body over the hoop of Iron be yeilded 
vp his Spirit, . Ew 5 
- On the ſame day that this laſt menrioned holy 
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Martyr ſuffered ar Glorce ff, Dr, Rowland Tayior the 
Conttane Martyr of |c<tus iZuriit in che behalf of his 
Goſpel was burnt ar H dy 12 fo kh where he had 
becn the Parſon all ihe R-tyt of Ring Edward the 
6th and upon the bringing m ot Popery uaderQueen 
Mary he was diſturbed ac his, own Church, thruft 
our, and Popiſh Mats Ceicbratcd betore his Face ; 
buic he endeavouring #31] he coul-i to hinder ir, com- 
plaint being ma ro Gardner Chancellor and BMhop 
of F:rckeſter,he ſent for Dr. Tay'or by, bis Letters 
miſſive ro come before him at Londen, which he 
readily obey'd: Burhis friends knowing the Cruel- 
ry of thar periecuror, adviſed him to fly and [ave 
his Life bur he urrerly retuſed ir ſaying : © Tto be 
« knzw they had neither Juſtice or Equity on their 
« file, and that he Jookea tor nothing at his Poprp 
**Adverſaries bands bur Impriſonment or Cruel 
« {zart, yet fiace he knew his cauſe co be good, 
* and Righteous, and Truth upon his tide, he 
« woull nor flinch, bur appear, and be willing 
*ro dye tn to good a cauſe, for,thar he was farisfi- 
ef in his Conlcience, thar the Doctrine of the 
«Church of Rzm2 led rhem roldolarry,Superſtnion, 
Errars, Aypocrily,and Lies. After he came ro Low- 
don, He was eximined before the cruel Chancellor, 
who called him Knave, Villain, Fool, an4 fuch 
like unchriſtian expreffions ( for which rhe Doctor 
humbiy reproved him)and ſecing he coull not make 
him curn to his [dolatry, he ſent tim pritoner i ihs 
Kings Bench, where he liy almoſt two yerrs. Ar 
his going away from rhe Biſhop, he kneeley Gown 
on the floor, and lifting up both h's kands with a

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very Charitable while he had it, relieving others, 
tho he hada Wife and 9 Children : bur they foon 
deprived him of his benefice, ſo that he had norhing 


ro ſupport him,bur rhe chariry of good people, which Þ 


with Gods providence he found 1ufticicat. Several 
examinations he had before rhe Biſhops, where he 


ſtcenuouſly mainrained his pohrions, forthe Clergies Þ 


Marriage, and againſt the Corporeal preſence of | 


Chriſfh in rhe Sacrament, bur art laſt, they overcame 
him, with their Temporal Weapon , perſecuting 
power, backr by Starure Law, and by it they Con- 
demned him, with Mr. Bradford and other; to 
death, as Hereticks ro be burnt alive. After this 
ſenrence h= was degraded, by Biſhop Bonnzy in 
priſon, and they were compelled by main forceto 
pur on their Popiſh Trinkets upon his back, he re- 
tuſeing to do ir himſelf, and afcer they had norch'd 
his Hair and pair'd orſcrap'd his fingers ends, and 
with all their foppiſh Ceremonies ſtripr him of his 
Popiſh habiliments, when the Biſhop ſhould have 
firack him on the Breaſt wirh his ſtaff, ſeeing the 


ſturdineſs of the Doctor, who was a portly bigg' 


man , Boner was afraid, and omitted rhar Iaft 
Ceremony, left the Dr. ſhould have truck bim a- 
gain, The next day after this his degradation,

Pur 
this good and conſtant profeſſor of the Goſpe), 
ſtrengthned by Gods holy Spirir, rcfuſed all thoſe 
Temprarions; coming to Hadley he rode thorow 
the Town, where the poor people were afſem- 
bled with grievous Moans and Tears, Kneeling 
down and with lifred up hands, prayed to God to 
ſtrengthen him, ro whom he ſayd ( That he had 
ns ro rherh GzisWord &crtheTruth,and thar 

e was now come i.ylſcalit with his blood. Bur 
the Officers reproved the people and kepr them 
off; w hen thar they came againft rhe Alms houſes, 
what mony he had lefr, ke put it into a gloveand 
flung it ro them, having no more need of money 
now, for they led him firaight ro the place oft his 
execution without the Town on a Common. The 
Council and Biſhops had threatrned ro cur off his 
Tongue unleſs he would promiſe not 10 fay any 
thing to the people, of which promiſe rhe Sheriffs 
now put hin in mind, relling hm, it was not per- 
mitted him ro ralk,fo afraid were they ro hear the 
Trurh.When he alighted from his Horſe, he tore his 
hood from his head, and faid, I thank God I am now 
even at home. And when the people beheld h1s 
notched crown, 2nd his reycrend white beaxd diſ- 
figured, they fell into a grievous weeping and Ia- 
mentation crying our,God ſave thee good Dr, Taylor. 
J:ſus Chriſt ſtrengthen thee and help thee, the Holy 
Ghoſt Comfort thee, with ſuch like godly withes.

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as he, opened his mouth, one ofrhem ran a tipftatf 
into 113 when he was come to the place he fat him 
down and cauſed one to pull off his Boors, then he 
ftripr himſelf of his Cloths ro his ſhirr, which done, 
he {tood up and with a Icud yoyce laid, Good People, 
1 have taught you nothing but God's holy word, and 
what T have taken out of the bleſſed and ſacred Scriptures 
the Bible, and | am come hither this day to ſeal it with 
7 Blood, With thar one of the Guard Struck bim 
over the Head with a ftick, and cry'd, 15 this rhe 
keeping your word you Herecick? Then iceing he 
could nor be ſuffered ro ſpeak, he kneceled down and 
prayed, they Keeping off rhe people rhar they mighc 
nor hear him, threarning ſuch who preiſed near, ro 
rrample rkem under their horſes feer, when hz had 
done he wenr to the Stake and Kifled ir, and placed 


. himfelf ina pirch'd barrel rhey had prepared for 
' him, tacy then bound him with chains, and (everal 


of rhe people being commandniio pur up rhe fagors 
abour him refuſed, rho threRned with Impriton- 
men, and they could (carcely find any ro do ir, he 
was fo beloved 3 bur one rook 'a f:ggor and flung 
ar bim, which broke his head, fo thar rhe blood 
ran down his face; O friend, ſaid rhe Doctoy, I 
have harm enough, whar needed thar ? After rhar 
ke ſaid rhePlalm mz/rere in Engl: upon which the 
Sherift ftruck him o're the mourh with a ſtick, ſay- 
ing,you knave ſpeak Latin or 1 will make thee. Ar laſt 
they (er fire ro him, and the Dr. holding up boch 
his hands called upon God and faid,merciful Father 
of Heaven, for Jeſuz Carifſt my Saviours ſake re- 
ccive my foul into thy hands, and to he ſtood fill 
withour either crying or moving in the midit of 
the flame with his bands folded royerher till 'one 
with an halberr ftruck him on the head and bear 
our his Brains, and then his Bady fell inco rhe fire.

Oa the $8rh of February, 1555, there were no l2fs 
than 6 perſons condemned to bes burnr ar one rime 
their names were Pzgor, Krighr, Hanis, Lawrence;

vis; - 
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Hunter, & 1lomkhyn: 3 this laft was burnt in Smirhfield 
on the 16th day of March tollowing.He was aWea- 
ver by rrade,and dwelt in Shoreditch,of a godly and 
uprighr life, juſt in his dealings, very CFariteble ro 
the poor, Corſtanr in jrayer, withour which he 
never would. begin his work, This man was 2ccuicd 
among others for an Hererick,& had before Biſhop 
Bonner at Fulbam, where he kept him half a year 
in priſon,Furing which time,thty often had him to 
examination, and ſeeing he was bur an ignorant 
man,yer loconveri2n: in the holy Scriptures, and fo 
well able ro maintain his qpinions, the Biſhop grew 
inraged againſt him, and when he could nor oyer- 
come him by arguments, he buffered him on the face, 
and pluck*d off parr of his beard,and then, he ſaid, 
that he might look more Catholick, he cauſed tis 
Barber to ſhave him, and made him work every day 
to mz ke his Hay : bur one day above the rcft ſeve- 
ral ryrannical Priefts like himſclf, being rogerber 
they fentfor this Tomkzns to hear tim diſpure, and 
:f.cr # while, totry his conflancy, Bor1er rook him 
by the hand, and holding ir over a wax taper 
which ſtood burnirg upon the Table, keld ir fo 
long,till the finev s ſhrunk,and rte water and blcod 
ſpirred our of tlie ficſh into their faces ; heal! the 
while ſhewing no ſign of pain or burr, for as he pro- 
{ fcſiſed afterwards thar he ws fo rapr and carri- 
{ ed forth in his Spirir, tbat he feir no pain. Burrhis 
' didnor ſerve his turn, for this bloody Butcker of 
Gods Sts. not content with this punjſkmenr, cauſed 
him ro be wholly conſumed roAthes in Smitbfield'on 
the day aforeſaid, where he ſcaled his Faith with a 
Cruel death, which he bore with admirable cen- 
ftancy,to the glory of Gods holy nzme,and the con- 
firmation of the Weak. 

William Hunter Marty 'd at Burntwood. 

On the 26th of rhe ſame month, was burnt at 
Burntwood in Eſſex William Hunter,wwho was a youth 
of nor above 19 years of Age, and was an Appren- 
riſe inLondon,to a Silkweaver,& bcing commanded 

40 goe ro mals and ro receive tke Sacrament, his

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Conſcience not permitring him,he refuſed, for which 
he was threatned to be lay'd bold on, and his Mr. 


tearing he ſhould bring him into rrouble, fear him } 


away to his Father, who dwelr, ar Burntwood in 
Eſſex, where hs continued abour fix weeks, wheri 
one day reading in the Erg/:fB.ble,which he found 
in the Church, the Vicar and one more, calied him 
hererick bur he diſpured with rhem after fach a 
manner, rhat rhey could ſay nothing 2g2taft him, bur 
they went and complained to the Juttice of Pezce, 
who {cnt for WW. bur he having fome notice of ir 
fled, and hid himfclf, upon which rhe Juftice ſenr 
for his Father, and rhrearned ro ſend him ro priſon, 
unleſs he would find our his fon ; at which rhe old 
min was much troubled,yer promiſed ro look abour 
as hedid, thonor with any 1arent re diſcover him if 
he had known where he had been: bur the good 
ſon hearing that his Father was like to be broughr 
1nto trouble for him, came from rhe place where 
he was hid ro his Farther 3 and rho he would have 
perſwaJcd him to theContrary,he would not leave 
him bur went home with him ; where he was no 
ſooner come,bur he was taken by the Conſtable and 


* carried before one Juſtice Brown,who would needs 


diſpure with rhis yourh concerning rhe real preſence 
in the Sacrament; bur Wz!/. Hunter being too hard 
for him, he flung away the Bible in a Rage,and ſenr 
him up ro Biſhop Bczxer, who alſo argucd the caſe 
with him bur finding thar be could nor prevail upon 
him, be pur him into the Stocks in bis Gare-houſe, 
where he continued 2 days and 2 nights withour 
any thing bur a Cruſt of Bread and a Cup of warer, 
which he'would nor touch. After rhis the Biſhop 
ſent for him again, and finding him ſtill in the ſame 
mind, refuſeing to deny hisFaith,he ſenr him ro the 
riſon where the Convict were kepr, and cauſed 
im to be loaden with as many trons as he could 
bear. There he lay near rhree quarters ofa year, 


| having only a halfpeny a day, of the Biſhop, for 
bread and drink. In which time he had beenigor y, 
wines betore rhe Biſhop, ſomerimes rhrearning hint * 
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with burning, at other times flattering him and of- 
fering him perfermenr, as to make hima Freeman, 
and ro give him 40 /. ro fer up his trade, or elſe he 
would make him his Steward, finding him a witty 
young man; Burt he anſwered that unleſs he could 
convince his Conſcience by the Scriprures, he couſd 
nct rurn from his Faith and from God, for the 
Love ofthe World, for that be accoanted all world- 
| Iy things bur loſs and dung in reſpect of the Love of 
| Chriſt. After this he was Condemned and ſenr ro 
| Newpate, and thence ro Burntimood ro be Martyred. | 
| Thither he was carricd,and received by rheSherifts, 
he ſhewing an Admirable Conftancy. His father 
and morher being of the ſame faith, rho render of 
him, rejoyced to tcc his undaunted Conftancy, he 
being fo young a man bis mother ſaying, ſhe was 
heartily glad'thar ſhe was fo kappy, as to bear fuck 
a child who could find in his heart ro loſe his life 
ſo willingly for Chrifts name ſake. Ab mother (faid 
William ) for tte lirtle pain I am like ro utter, 
Chriſt hath promiſed me a Crown of Joy. You 
may be glad of that; then his mother kneeling on 
her knees ſaid, I pray God ro ftrengthen rhee ro the 
End, forT think thee as well beſtow'd as any child 
that I ever bare. The nighr before he was 
burnr, he ſaw every thing in his dream rhar hapned 
rhe next day and relarcd it when he awaked, to bis 
fellow priſoner, who was alſo burntnor long after 
in another place, which we ſhall menr1on,and every 
Circumftance of it was fulfilled : when he came to 
rhe place of execution according to his dream, the 
Queens pardon was offer'd if he would recanr, bur 
herefuſcd it, bur gocing to the Stake ſtood uprighr 
againſt it,to which rhey bound him;and whilft rhey 
were placing the faggots about him, he defired rhe 
People to pray from him ſo long as they faw he was 
alive,and defired they would quickly diſparch him. 
Then the Juſtice ſaid rhar he would pray no more 
for him than for a Dog. Then 1aid 17//:am TI pray 
God, Mr. Brown, this my death he nor laid ro your 
charge, in the laſt day : however 1 forgive ”_ 


- 
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I ask no torgiven:ls of you reply'd the juttice, If 
God do nor torgive you ( ſaid Hlram ) my blood 
will be required at your hands. Then being ready 
to pur fircto him he crycd, O ſon of God ſp:ue upon 
me; and it was oblerved upon thoſe words,it being 
a dark and cloudy morniag, the fun immediatcly 
ſhined forth, and ſo full on his face rhart he was 
forced ro turn his head another way; at which the 
people muſed. Then taking up a f-ygor of broom 
in bis Arms,2 Prieſt who he had ſccn in his dream 


came to him,wirh a Popiſh book ro perſwade him 


ro recant, troWhom he uſed the ſame words zs he 
had done in his dream, Away thou fa'ſe Prophet, be- 
aware of th:m good pevple, and come f1om their wicked 
Abominations, leſt you be partakzrs of their plagues. 
Then querth rhe Pricft, look hurr thou burneſt here, 1o 
ſhalr clo: burn mm Hell, Th: lyeſt thou'falſe Prophet, 
( faid-Wiliam) away thou faiſe Prophet, awaz;firc be- 
ing then pur 10 him he lifred up his hands towards 
Heaven and ſaid, Lord, Lord, Lord, receive my Spirit 
then caſting down his head into the flame, Smorher 
and Smo ke, be yeilded up bis life, for rhe Truth, 
ſealingit with his Blood, ro rhe praile of God. 
Two Gentlemen of Eſſex Martyr'd. 

Tacvery (pct er that this Jaſt holy Martyr 
ſuferca, Mr. H:gbad and Mr. Caſton, both Gen- 
rlemen of good repure in Eſſex, ſuffered likewite 
in ſeveral places. They were boch of rhem truz 
ſervants of God, and profeſſors of rhe Gofpel, for 
which they had been claprt up inro Co/cheſter Goal, 
and Biſhop Bonner coming thither, had rbem co 
exaiminarion, bur ſceing he could nor reclaim them 
he cauſei rhem ro be carried ro London, whcre he 
kept them in ftrair priſon, till rhey were brought 
rotheir publick examination ar the Confiſtory of 
Sr. Pauls, where ſeveral Arricles were exhibieg a- 
Sainft . them: and ro which they ſeverally pur in 
their Anſwers, bur in fine, nor Truth bur power 
prevailed, for when the Biſhops ſaw rhey could 
not bend them rogheir minds, they made uſcof rhe 


. Temporal Sword, or rather firc ro cur them os 1? 
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For they condemned them to dearh, and deliver- 
ed them ro the Sheriffs of L91don,who carricd them 
ro Newgate, and afrer they had been there 14 days 
they were carried wirhour Al/gate, and dcliyered 
ro the Sheriffs of the County of Eſex, Who cauſed 
themro be bound & carried away in a Carr, to the 
places of rheir habirations; where they were ro ſuf-+ 
fer,the one ro Hornden on the Hill, the other to Ray/y, 


{ where onthe ſaid 26 day of March, they did moſt 


conſtantly ſeal their Faith, by ſhedding of their 
blood , by moſt cruel fire, ro the Glory of Go?, and 
ro the grear ftrengrhning of the godly.

Lawrence ha- 
ving been a Prieft, was firſt degraded by Bonner,and 
then ſehr roColchefter, where on the 29th of the afore- 
ſaid Month, nor being able ro go or ftand, by reaſon 
bis leggs had been fo worn with heavy Irons in pri- 
ſon, and his body 'weakned he was carricd to the | 
fire in a chair; & ſo firing ſhewing great conſtancy, 
was conſumed roAthes. When be was in the flames 2

” Onthe 30th of rhe ſame Month, Rpbert Farrar Bi- 
ſhop of St. Davias in Wales,thar worthy and conftanr 
Martyr , fuffercd ar Caermarthen, in the place, on the 
South ſide of the Marker Croſs: Where he moft con- 
ftanrly, in the behalf of the Goſpel, ſuſtained the ror- 
ments of the Fire. He had been eited ro London by 
Gardner, had before the Council, and after ſeveral 
eximinartions-and diſpures, nor being by any means 
ro be wrought upon tro deny the doctrine of the 
Goſpel, wbich he had raught, be was ſent down into 
Tales, where. by certain Commifſtoners conftirured 
for that purpoſe he was condemned and then de- 
graded, and laftly as we have ſaid, execured. Be- 
fore he went to ſuffer ,, one of his friends much be- 
wailing him,in that he muſt ſuffer ſo painful a dearh 
25 rhat of Fire ſeems ro be, this conftanr Martyr and 
Biſhop ſaid ro him, Thar if he ſaw bjm ance to ftir in 
rhe pains of his burning, .be ſhould then give no cre- 
dit ro his Doctrine.

George Marſh burnt at Cheſter. 

The next that we ſhall mention 1s the Martyrdom( 
George Marſh, who was burnt at Cheſter, by the Biſhop thenÞia! 
Dr.Coates.He was a Lancaſhireman bred a Farmer, marr ng 
and had children, yet afterwards he went to Cambridge, 
to his Studies, and at laſt#ook orders, and was a CurateB* 
the time of King Edward the 6th,but in _— Maries d; 
being deteed, he was ſent for by the Biſhop, and bei 
in ſome pogeneyy in his mind, whether he ſhould fly 
no, ſome of his. friends ſent him word, that he ſhould t

' humſelf, he went and delivered himſelf up to thoſe wi f!mNe 
. foughthim,who carried him to theBiſhop,where he ſo wif Þcing

. matter to take away his Life :. yet the Biſhop ſent him there wn 
priſon in his own houſe, where he kept him 4 Mond-*hem ©

From the Biſhop 
e was had before the Earl of Darby who examined him, 
er which perceiving he was not able to bring him to 
is bent, he commutted him to anorher priſon, being a cold 
indy ſtone houſe, without bed tolye on, only a few Can- 
x5 lent Cloathes, where he continued in this manner for 
Dme time,ſeeing no man but the keeper, who brought him 
zeat and drink. After this he was again examin'd before 
he ſaid Earl, yet Mr. Marſh very prudently and warily an- 
wered their intrapping queſtions concerning the Sacra-' 
nent ; ſaying, he belieyed Chrift preſent in the Sacrament, 
hich fo inraged them ſeeing he would give no other an- 
wer, that they fent him to Lancaſter Goal, where he was 
put among the Felons, and 3 times cauſed to hold up his 
and at the bar, with bolts upon his Leggs tho they had 
nothing to obje& againſt him. He uſed to preach and ex- 
hort the priſoners, for which he was threatned and re- 
proved, and the Biſhop coming to Lancaſter cauſed him 
to be more ſtraitly kept and cruelly handled; ſeveral times 
was he had before the Biſhop and examined, and Articles 
were Put in againſt him, one of which was, that among 
other moſt damnable and Schiſmarical Herefies, he had 
aid, that the Church and Doftrine taught and ſer forth in 
King Edwards time, was the true Church, and that the 
Church of Rome wasnot the true and Catholick Church. 
Aclaſt the Biſhop read the ſemtence of Condemnation a- 
gainſt him, and after he had done, now faid he I will pray 
for thee no more than for a dog, But I will pray for you 
faidthe holy Martyr.He was then delivered to the Sheriffs, 
who put him intoan hole or dark dungeon, where none 
were ſuffered to come at him or ſpeak to him. When the 
time came of his execution, he was led forth to the place, 
being without the City of Weſtcheſter, and being come to the 
:Stake a black Box was ſhewed him, in which. they faid 
there was the Queens pardon, if he would recant : He told 
.them that he had no deſire to dye, and would accept of 
her Graces mercy, being her true Leige man, but if he 
.could not have it without ſuch Conditions, which tended 
to pluck him from God, he would nor receive it. After 
.that he began to ge to the people, but the Sheriffs told 
bim, there muſt be n5 Ong there, ſo afraid =_ 
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they of hearing the Truth,upon which Mr. Marſh Kneelny . 
down fell to prayer, which done he ſtript himſelf to | 
ſhirt,and fo was chained to the poſt, and the faggots pu 
bout him. -Over his head they had placed a firkin, w 
pitch, and Tar, and by reafonthe wind blew hard, and t 
fire did nor diſpatch him, bur melting the pitch, it fell 
on him, and put him to intollerable rorment, notwithſtan 
1ng he bore it patiently,ſtanding a long time without mox 
ing.haveingall his fleſh ſo broyled and puffed up, that th: 
thought he had been dead, when on a ſudden, ſpread! 
his hands abroadhe cryed out aloud, Father of Heaven hi 
mercy upon me, and fo yielded up his Spirit into the hands 
the Lord;All the people ſaying he dyed with admirabley 
' tience and was a Martyr. He was burnt in Apfil, 1555; 
The ſtory of William Flower Martyr at Weſiminſter. 
On the 24th day of 4Apri/cthe ſame year, one William F 
wer was Martyred in the Church yard of St. Marga!! 
Weſtminſter, where 1tſeems,in his zeal,he had ſtruck a Prie 
that had been ſaying maſs,and had wounded him, for whigh 
he himſelf was afterwards troubled, but faid he had fut 
an impulſe then upon him, that he could not forbear, t 
he confeſſed it was not according to the Doctrine of Chri 
co finite any man. He knew the fa& would bring his Li 
Into jeopardy, and he was prepared for ir, being reſolve 
not to-deny the Goſpel ' he had profeſſed. This Williq 
Flower lived then at Lambeth, haveing a Wife and childret 
tho he was bred firfta Monk of Z!y, till his eyes being er 
Izghtned by the Goſpel, he left that life and became a Sec 
lar Prieſt, preaching in divers places; at laft marrying, 
fludyed phyſick and taught School in ſeveral places, whe 
at laft living at Lambtth, his zeal againſt Tdolatry carrye 
him forth too furiouſly, 'for which he was had before B 
ſhop Bonrer,who ſent him priſoner to the Gare houſe, whe 
after ſome time he was again brought before the Biſhoy 
who ſought all ways to make him recant his opinions, b 
In vain ; for. he reſolutely told him : That 'the Heaver 
ſhould affoon fall as he recant {his opinions, but for his a 
fault of the Prieft, he was ſorry, and ſubmitted himſelf t

you ſee ſcarce aday paſſes, wichout burning and deſtroy- 
i 1ng Gods people in one place or other, for onthe 3oth of 
Mey following, one Mr. Cardmaker, who had been an obſer- 
vant Fryer before the difſalution of the Abies, and afrer- 
wards a Prebend in rhe Church ofW:/ls, and after that 1n 
the time of King Eqward he married and was a Miniſter, 
being made Reader at St.Pauls, which very much incenſed 
rhe. Papiſts againſt him, and one Mr. Fohn Warren a Up- 
holſter in £9n4o2 were both burar 1 one fire in Smithfeild. 
-Afſoon as the-tyde turned, Mr. Cardmaber was clapt into 
' Newgate,and aſſoon as popery was ſetled and they had got 
the A& for their purpoſe, m putcing the fiery Laws in 
Execution agiinſt thele proteſtantdiſſenters,he was broughr 
before the Biſhop and examined, and ſeveral articles ex- 
hibired againft him concerning the bodily preſence of 
Chriſt in the Sacrament, which he would inno wiſe deny, 
but offered tq maintain his opinions as truth by the H.Scrip- 
: tures: and when chey faw that they could by no means 
make him recant, he was condemned to be burnt, and at 
the ſame time with John Warren. This Fobn Warren was for - 
merly condemned to be burnt in the days of King Henry 
. the 8th with Au; Abe, me then pardoned by the King, 
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bu- they now finding him profefſing the Goſpel 
which he always Conftantly did, Bonner the cruel 
perſecutor of God's people laid bold of him, and 
had ſeveral Articles brought againſt bim, which he 
plainly confeſſed, being _ che Truths he had 
owned and declarcd, and willingly ycilded himſelf 
to be pur ro death for a Teſtimony of rhem, On the 
30th of May they were both broughr ro the Srake 
in Smithfield, 8 whilſt Mr.Cardmaker Was 1n privat 
conference with the Sheriffs, who were perſwade- 
ing him to recanr,and which diſcourſe laſted a long 
rime,Mr.JFarren was {tripp'd & faftned to rbeStake,

On the 29th of the ſame month was alſo Con- 
demned Fohn: Szmſon,and Fohn Ardley, both husband- 
men of Eſſex, and in Boxners Dioceis, who ſoon diſ- 
parch'd them, for their Conſcience ſake : tho they 
offered, ro ſave their lives, all their eftares, or 
whar ever they had, ſo their Conſciences might be 
free, bur nothing bur their blood would ſerve their 
turns, and therefore they were ſent into Eſſex, 
where abour the loth ot 7une they borh ſuffered 
rhe fire in ſeveral places. Simſon at Rochford, and 
Ardley on the ſame day art Ratley, in which placcs 
both finiſhed rheir Martyrdom moſt quietly in the 
quarrel of Chriſt's Goſpel. Th 

Mr. Hawks burnt :n Eſſex. | 

An the ſame day was burned Mr. Tho. Hawks, 

| whom 
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whom we have formerly mentioned to bave been 
Condemned with 5 orber Marryrs,whoſe ftorys we 
bave given you;bur this Gentleman, for he was one 
and bred a Courrtier,baveing ſerved the Earl of Ox- 
ferd all the time of King Edward, was reſpired rill 
this rime, in hopcs to prevail with him ro recanr, 
tho in vain, for he was moſt conſtant and reſfolure 
nor to deny his Faitb,for he boldly rold che Biſhop, 
that if he had an hundred lives and an hundred 
bodys, he would give them all ro be rornto pieces 
rather than abjure and recant. He was firſt raken, 
becauſe he had kepr his child 3 weeks withour 
Cbriftning ir, becauſe ir was againſt his Conſcience 
ro yeild ro their Popiſh Ceremonies, as their Oyl, 
| Salr, Cream,Spittle, Candle, and conjuring Warer,. 
which he declared was not of divine Inititurion, 
bur mens fooliſh Inventions. For this he was had 
before the Biſhop, and he being a man of parrs, and 
a gentleman, much pains was raken with him, and 
he was much pirtied,for that he was a very handſom 
man,ofa fine make,and ſweer Countenance, and of 
an excellent ſweer nature. Bur all this was nothing 
to the Love he bore to God, for whoſe ſake he for- 
ſook all the offers avd pleaſures of rhe world, ro 
undergoa rigorous Death. After his Condemnation 
| aforeſaid, he was ſent into Eſſex, and delivered 
over to theLord R:chro ſee him burnt, who broughr 
him) guarded ro the place of execution, which was 
at Coxbal in Eſſex. A little before the time, he uſed 
much exhogrtation to bis Friends, to bc ſtedfaft in 
the Faith, ſome of which were greatly confirmed by 
him, borh by his talk and example, bur much more 
by bis death, for ſome of them, who feared rhe 
ſharpneſs of rhe puniſhmenr,and thought ir was in- 
tollerable ro the ficſh, defired of him, if he were 
able,ro give them a privat ſign, when be was burn- 
ing, if it were to be born, which he promiſed ro 
do, and if rhat the pain were tollerable and might 
be quietly born, be would lift up his hands over 
hisfiead before be gave up the Ghoſt. After he came

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he with great patience and mcekneſs addrefſed 
bimſelf for the Fire, being bound co rhe Srake wirh 
a Chain, an innumerable company of people en- 
compaſling bim and lamenting him.

* ware, for you do againft your own Conſcience,and 
*© without you repent, the Lord will revenge it, 
«for you are the cauſe of my death. Afrer which he 
ſuffered rhe fire as the reſt, and no doubt received 
his Reward in Heaven. 

On the i 4th of F.ne the ſame year, N:cholas Cham- 
berlin'was burnt at Colcheſter,and on the 1 rh Thomas 
Oſmond was burnt arMaintree,and William Bamford 
alias Butler the ſame day ar Harwsch, all which:ſeal- 
cdro the Teſtimony of rhe Goſpel with their blood. 

I ſhall now proceed to give you briefly, the Hi- 
ftory of the nored Mr. Bradfood, a godly Preacher 
and holy Marryr for the Goſpel of Chrift Mr. 7ohn 
Bradford was born at Mancheſter in L ancaſterſhire, 
being brought up in Learning by his parents, arrain- 
ing to great perfection in the Latin rongue,in ready 
writing, and in Accounts, which preferred him to 
the ſervice of Sr. Fohn Harrington Knight, who was 
Treaſurer of the Kings Camp and buildings, by 
him Mr. Bradford was imployed, both at bome and 
abroad beyond ſeas, and he was in a thriving way, 
and ready for great preferment ; Bur God 
having crherwaies defigned this then young Man, 
called bim, to the Goſpel, and ro the ſtudy of rhe 
H. Scriptures, Finding a call in himſelf, he imme- 
diatly embraccd it, looking upon it asthe Spirit of 
| God,thar prompred him ro forſake worldly Riches, 
prefermenr, and Honour, in the way he was follow- 
11g, and toretirc to Cambridge, for the benefir of his 
ſtudies, and to fit him for the Miniſtry. He had nor 
been in the Univerſity above a year,bnt he obrained 
the Degree of Mr. of Arts, and nor long after be bad 
a fellowſhip given him in Pembroke Hall ; Where 
rhe learned 7 ooh being acquainred with him, ftir- 
red him up to the Miniftry And Dr. Rrdley Biſhop of 
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Londen, made him a Deacon, giving him licence ro 
preach, and made him alſo a Prebendary in his 
Carhedral Church of $r. Pauls. In this office con- 
ftantly preaching he continued 3 years, ſharply re- 
proving ſin,declaringChrift crucihed, oppugning Hee 
refies and Papiſtical Errours,& earncſtly perſwaded 
all ro a godly Life - Bur afcer Queen Mary came to 
the Crown,and had introduced rae aboliſhed Pope- 
ry,Idolatry,& Superfticion, he flinched nor, neither 
would he fly as many did,bur continued his diligent 
reaching until deprived of that Liberty by the 
Queen and Council 01 thel zrh of Augu/z,in the firſt 
year of Queen Maury, Dc. Bourn Biſhop of Bath 
preaching ar Pauls Croſs in rhe behaif of Popery, 
the people were all in an uprore ar his ſermon, and 
once among the reſt flung a dagger ar him as he ſtood 
inthe Palpir, and narrowly mift him; He ſ(ecing bis 
- life in danger., defired Mr., Bradford, who was near 
.him,copactkfie rhe people, which he readily did,Rep- 
ping forth, ſpake ro them in ſuch ſorr, and ſheltring 
the Biſhop, ruar he ſaved his Life, for it was veri- 
ly thought, thar if it had nor been for Mr. Bradford, 
rhe people had rorn the Biſhop to peices, rhey were 
fo much incenſed by his ſermon. Art which time on2 
.called ro him, and ſaid, Mr. Bradford, Mr. Bradford, 
younow ſave him, who will ſhortly help ro burn 
you, Which proved rruc enough; for from this very 
Act of Charity, finding how much he was beloved 
by the people, and fearing his Dottrine and abiliries 
they called this ſedition and a Commorion, and he 
was ſentifor before the Queen and Council, where 
his preaching was objected againſt him, and was ar 
laſt commirred ro the Tower, and rhen into orher pri- 
ſons, as the Kings Bench, the Counter and N:wgate, 
into all which he was caſt for . his conſcience ſake, 
& becauſe he would nor embrace the Romifs ſuperſti- 
tion. All rhe rime he was 12 priſon, he preached al- 
moft continually, and when in Newgate, would goe 
once{a week among rhe Felons & Thieves,preaching 
rothem and exhorting them, doing 2 great deal of 
good amongſt rhem. Preaching, readinz, and pray- 
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ing ſeem'd to be his whole Life. He car bur one 
meal a day, and thar bur little. He was almoſt con- 
tinually on his Knees: Often wulſeirg and bitterly 
weeping to himſcif., He was ſcmcwhat tall of per 
ſon, of a ſanguine complexion, with an awbtourn 
hair and beard. He teldcm flept above 4 tours 
in a nighr,and alwaies read in his bed rill leep came. 
He counrtcd thar hour ill ſpent in which ke did nor 
ſome oe. He was very Charitsbleand Liberal ro 
bis felicw priſoners He was much beloved through 
his winning carriage, even of his Keepers, who gave 
him ſuch liberty, that be mighr have got away if hc 
would; nay,they often ler him go forth on his word, 
which they were ſure of, he being alwaies moſt pun- 
Ctual. He was ſeveral times brought before theChan- 
ccllor and before Bonner, and other Biſhops, and 
much pains w:s raken by ſeveral of the moſt learned 
among rbem, ro bring him over ro rhem, bur in vain

(Said he) is he no Pricft? ro which 
Mr. Bradford replyed, no, be never was Prieft, nor 
deneficed, nor Married, nor a Preacher, till publick 
Authority bad Eftablifhed Religion. After which 
he fell down on his Knees, and heartily thanked 
God, that he counted him worthy to ſuffer for his 
name ſake. They had kepr him nezr 2 years inpri- 
ſon,and he was now condemned on the laſt of Fan::- 
ary, from which time, to tke 1ſt of Fuly, they kepr 
him in priſon, where they had ſeveral conferences 
with him, bur be til] kepr conftant and unſbaken in 
bis faith. Nor long beforc bis burning ke dreamed all 
the orderof ir as itafterward happened. They had 
an intent to have ſent him ro Mancheſter ro have 
been burnt there, bur their minds alrering they or- 
der'd it ro be done in Smithfield. One afternoon as be 
was Walking u} his Chamber, the Keepers wite 
; came 
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came runing to him almoſt our of Breath, & amazed 
and crying,O Mr. Bradford I come to bring you hea- 
vy news. Whar is that {aid he? Thar you muft be bur- 
ned,&iyour chain is now buying.Mr.Bradfordpulling 
off his Cap, and lifting up his eyes towards heaven, 
ſaid I thank God for 1t: I have looked for it a long 
tme, it is no unexpected thing, the Lord make 
me worthy of it. The rumor of Mr. Bradforas burn- 
ing ſoon ſpread thorow the City, and by 4a clock in 
the morning people began to gather rogether inthe 
ſtreers: As he was paſſing berween Newgare and 
Smithfield, his Brother in Law came and took 
him by the hand, to rake his laft leave of him, for 
which Foodr:ff the dogged Sheriff truck him over 
the head rill rhe blood ran down his face, which 
grieving Mr, Bradford, he defired bim ro remember 
him ro Þis Mother, and others of his friends, and fo 
diſmift him. This ſheriff was a great perſecutor of 
Gods Saints, rcjoycing much at rheir ſufferings, 
whereas his brother never ſaw their Marryrdoms 
with dry eyes, much pirry and Commiſerarion. Bur 
God met with him, for nor long afrer Mr. Bridfords 
burning he was ſuddenly ftruck with a dead pallic, 

ſo thar for 8 years till he dyed, he could nor rurn 
in bis Bed, bur as. be was helped. When Mr. Brad- 
Ford came ro the Place, he fell flar on his face and 
prayed to himſelf a good ſpace. . Ar the ſame time, 
there was ro ſuffer with him, for the ſame cauſe one 
John Leaf a London Apprentice to a Tallow-Chand- 
ler, a mere ſtripling of 18 or nineteen years of Age, 
at the moſt, who had moſt ſtoutly and reſolutely 
confeſſed his Faith ronching the Sacrament be- 
fore Biſhop Bonner, roriching auricular. confeflion, 
& other points to which he argued very orthodoxi- 
cally, having been well grounded rherein, by rhe 
Holy Martyr Mr. Rogers whoſe Schollar he was. Af- 
rer he had mh condemned, whilft in priſon, the Bj- 
ſhop ſent to him a Recantation in writing; and alfo 
his confeſſion, bidding bim ro chooſe, which he 
would fign, the one was for his Life, rhe other his 
Death. - The young man could nor write nor read, 
-rhcrefore cauſed che .writings to be read —

Doctor Rzdiy, deſcended from a right worſhipful 
ſtock in Nortchamptonſpire,was brought up at School, 
and thence tranſlated ro the Univerſity of Cambridg, 


where he extreamly profired ia his Scudies, _ ; 


one of great memory, acute wir, and profoun 

Tudgmenr, fo that he artained to grear Learning, 
and became famous becoming head of Pembrook 
H4ll, where be commenced Doctor in Divinity. 
After this he rravcllcd ro Pars, and at his return 
was made Chaplain ro King Her. 8rh, and after- 
wards promoted to the Biſhoprick of Rocheſter, and 
from rhence in King Edward's days, was tranſlated 
ro the ſee of London, where he Continued preaching

Chrift ro his flock, except bindred by extraordinary 


occaſions 3 moſt Holy days & Sundays he preached |

diligently bur alſo liv'd bolily,teaching them-agwell 
by bis Life as Dodrine. He was a Rraight WPright 
man, both in Body and Mind, of an handſom mak 
and good Complexion, gentle and meek to all men, 
and a lover of his Relations. He bore malice x0:none, 
and was apt to forgive Injuries. He loved and 
cheriſhed Goodneſs where ever he found it, and 
hared evil tho in his neareft Kindred. He. was ve

| Latimer to the grief of his enemies,Bur being preſ-

He was like another Srepher, moft Zealous for Re- 
ligion and never ceaſed, labouring earneftly how ro 
help and preſervc ozhers fromthe Pop:ſh Tyranny.

Queen Mary fickned, 4 Martyrs were burnt toge- 
ther at St. Edmunids-bury, by the B:ſh>p of Norawach, 
the names of theſe were Fames Aſh.cy a Birchelor, 
Fybn Cook a Sawyer, Robere Miles a Sheerman, and 
Alexander Lane a Wheel-wrighr. 

In Ipswich on the 4 of November, cne Alexander 
Gouch and Alice Driver were Martyr'd,the aforeſaid 
Alice Driver havirg borh her ears cur off, far com- 
paring Queen Mary ro fexabes!l. When they camero 
the {take finging of Plalms, rhe Sheriff was ſo cruel 
and churliſhro them, that he interrupred them, and 
would nort.jzt them ftay ro pray, but would have 
them faſtned ro rhe ſtake, end was enraged to ſee 
any rake them by rhe hand, rhreatning ro bave them 
ro priſon, yer they would nor forbear : Thus they 
exprefſed their malice to theſe poor wretches, bur 
this wicked Sheriffdied within 3 weeks afrer,which 
was lo-k'd on as ajuſt judgment upon fo cruel a 
perſecutor. | 

- In the ſame month 3 more were burned ar Bury, 
their names were Phiiip Humfrey , John David, 
and Henry David his Brother. Ar Exeter a poor 
woman was burnt, being rhe wite of one Prejr, of 
abour 56 years of Age, and being a filly ignorant 
woman, 1n the citeem of thc Pricfts, they thoughr 
they thould be able ro overcome her , bur they 
rravelled in vain, and all they could do conld nor 
pervert her, being ſtrengrhend by the Spirir of 
God : When ſhe came to rhe ſtake, ſhe ſhewed 
great chearfulneſs and alacrity, and ſaid, I. thank 
thee O God, this day Þ have found what I long ſeurbe 
for. And being urged to recanr Navy ( ſaid ſhe) God 
forbid I fruld loſe Eternal Lift, for this Carnal and 
ſhort life, I will never turn from my heavenly busband, 
zo my certhly ha:band, from the felicnſpip with Angels,

tryal, and drunk ſo deeply of perſecution, one 
would believe ſhould never go abonr ro peric- 
cute others : Burt God preſerve this Nation from 
the dreadful Tyranny of the Biſhop of Keome, 
and ler all people heartily ſay Amen.
